In place of an oneg after 
Rosh Hashanah morning services, bring 
a bag lunch and join us at Fort Point for 
a Seudat Mitzvah Picnic prior to 
Tashlich. Maps will be available at Rosh 
Hashanah services. Services on the sec- 
ond day of Rosh Hashanah will be fol- 
lowed by an oneg. There will be a break 
fast at the conclusion of Neilah, the fi- 
nal service on Yom Kippur.

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May Va’ad Minutes

The Devar Torah was given by Eileen 
Levy about this week’s parashah, 
Bemidbar, the beginning of the Book of 
Numbers. This portion refers to the cen- 
sus taken of the Israelites as they began 
to enter the wilderness of Sinai, 13 
months after the exodus from Egypt. 
The census-taking established an early 
pattern for community organization by 
setting standards for leadership and de- 
fining a responsibility for everyone. 
Eileen noted how the census only 
counted men over 20. She reminded us 
that as we embark on our own “census- 
taking” at Sha’ar Zahav, we must be 
mindful of “who will be counted among 
us” and strive to be all-inclusive. We 
also learn from this parashah that ev- 
eryone must make a contribution to the 
community by donating time, resources, 
talent or money, and that through this 
community giving, the congregation can 
move towards the future in a healing 
and constructive manner. 

Arthur Cohen, Building and Grounds 
Committee chair, updated the Va’ad on 
the committee’s work, including the de- 
velopment of a building procedure

Kadimah is in session; and working to 
install exterior signs with the CSZ name 
and Jewish symbols on the outside of 
the building. There was some discus- 
sion about having a visible gay sign on 
the exterior. The Va’ad will revisit this 
issue next month after reviewing a 
more specific proposal from the com- 
mittee. The Va’ad expressed apprecia- 
tion to Arthur and the committee for 
their great work. 

The Va’ad discussed a proposal pre- 
pared by Sara Haber and Joe Hample 
to allow for more healing and input 
about the recent rabbi contract renewal 
process. After lengthy discussion, it 
was the general sense of the Va‘ad that 
the new Rabbi Search Committee 
should be constituted with a wide 
cross-section of members. The Va’ad

Children’s Services 

On erev Rosh Hashanah, first day 
Rosh Hashanah, Kol Nidre and Yom 
Kippur, CSZ will hold children’s ser- 
vices for various age groups concurrent 
with our other services. Details on 
children’s services will be included with 
the high holiday mailing in July. 
Kadimah will also hold age-appropri- 
ate high holiday programming for 
school-age children. 

Child Care 

Child care will be available for chil- 
dren under age five for Yizkor/Neilah 
and for all evening and morning ser- 
vices with the exception of second day 
Rosh Hashanah. This year, in addition 
to hiring child care workers, we will or- 
ganize a parent co-op.

Subsi- 
dies are available for members who can- 
not afford the full cost, but arrangements 
must be made through the office well in 
advance of the holidays. 

Child care will not be available for 
infants who cannot sit up by themselves.

recommended that open meetings be 
held as soon as possible to allow for 
input from CSZ membership, includ- 
ing those who had concerns about the 
recent process. 

No current Va’ad members will sit 
on the committee so that it will have 
the broadest possible representation, but 
recognizing the need for a Va’ad liai- 
son, there will be monthly updates to 
the Va’ad on the process. The Rabbi 
Search Committee will represent a range 
of ages in the congregation, will be of 
mixed gender and sexuality, parents and 
not, and will also include some who 
were critical of the recent rabbi review 
process. (The members were announced 
at the annual meeting on May 16.) 

Ellie Cohen reported that the 
Mishkan Dolores Capital Campaign 
has raised approximately $1,832,000 in 
pledges to date. More funds are still 
needed, although our $1.75 million 
goal was reached and payments on 
pledges are coming in ahead of sched- 
ule (approximately $1.1 million has 
been paid to date). She thanked all who 
have paid off their pledges, acceler- 
ated their pledge payment schedules 
or increased their pledges. Next month, 
the Va’ad will consider how to increase 
the involvement of new members in 
the capital effort. 

Renée Bauer, outgoing Program Di- 
rector, summarized her accomplish- 
ments over the past three years and 
highlighted areas that need special at- 
tention during the transition to a new 
Program Director, such as La’atid and 
Adult Education. She identified key ar- 
eas for the future, including reestablish- 
ing the Bikkur Cholim committee, 
supporting Dor Rishon’s growth, con- 
tinued building of our teen program,

Lightning Strikes Israel

Following three years of a stalemated 
peace process and regular attempts by 
the government-supported ultra-Ortho- 
dox political parties to curtail the growth 
of non-Orthodox expressions of Judaism, 
Israel has been struck by a bolt of light- 
ning. Ehud Barak (“lightning” in He- 
brew) has been given a convincing 
mandate by the Israeli electorate to de- 
part from the policies championed by 
the Netanyahu administration. 

For the first time in Israeli history, the 
issue of religious freedom was a major 
factor in how the public voted. The 
worldwide Reform Movement, led by 
the Association of Reform Zionists of 
America and the New Israel Fund, were 
instrumental in raising the level of pub- 
lic awareness of the negative effects of 
religious coercion on Israeli society. This 
awareness became a major influence on 
how people voted. 

Israel is now a country represented by 
political parties that range from the anti- 
democratic/theocratic (they’ve always 
been around) to parties that are anti- 
Orthodox and pro-religious freedom. 
The ultra-Orthodox increased their 
Knesset representation to 19%, with Shas 
holding a stunning 14%. At the same 
time, Labor (One Israel) holds 22% with 
a platform calling for religious plural- 
ism. Meretz and Shinui, two parties that 
are ardently anti-ultra-Orthodox, grew 
to 13%. Together with the immigrant- 
centric parties that also fared well, the 
Prime Minister can form a functioning 
government, for the first time in Israeli 
history, that will not be beholden to the 
demands of the ultra-Orthodox parties.
